USE OF THE LEFT HAND 


| THE correct backswing the left 
hand should push the club back. 
This.in itself makes the left hand 
extend itself, “keeping it traveling 
back and tp-almost straight. The 
desired “slow back” will then be

PINSTER. factories !”
